TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
LEEK  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  ha\e  pleasure  in  presenting  my  ninth  Annual  Report.  The  Annual 
Report  for  1969  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Circular  1/70  of 
the  .Ministry  of  Health. 

POPULATION:  The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  estimated 
mid-year  home  population  is  19,180  compared  with  19,210  in  1968  a 
decrease  of  30. 

BIRTH  RATE:  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  live 
births  compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  1969,  313  births  occurred 
whilst  in  1968  there  was  a  total  of  305.  Further  details  will  be  found  on 
page  4. 

Adjusted  birthrate  is  17.9  (comparability  factor  1.10)  compared  with 
a  national  birthrate  of  16.3.  The  prooortion  of  illegitimate  live  births 
was  there  being  15.  The  national  figure  for  1969  is  8.0%. 

STILL  BIRTHS:  The  number  of  still  births  per  1,000  of  total  births 
during  the  year  was  3  against  a  national  average  for  England  and  Wales 
of  13. 

INF.4NT  MORTALITY:  In  1969  a  total  of  9  deaths  occurred  under 
one  year  of  age.  Further  details  will  be  found  on  page  6. 

DEATHS:  There  we-e  293  deaths  in  1969  compared  with  295  in 
the  previous  year.  The  following  causes  of  death  are  of  interest: —

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES:  It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  present 
with  conditions  existing  in  Leek  in  the  1880’s  when  diphtheria,  typhoid, 
scarlet  fever  (a  serious  disease  in  those  days),  smallpox  and  erysipelas 
were  common,  and  admissions  to  Ashbourne  Road  Hospital  frequent. 

Quotations  from  the  records  of  the  Health  Department  are 
illuminating;  — 

1887  in  Buxton  Road.  “Nuisance  on  public  street  arising  from 
slops  thrown  from  houses”. 

1887  in  Rosebank  Street,  “Sewer  gas  escape  into  house”. 

1887  in  Derby  Street,  “This  poor  old  woman  is  in  receipt  of  relief 

and  is  supposed  to  be  attended  by - - .  I  found  her  alone  in 

bed  in  a  very  filthy  condition  from  lice.  She  declined  to  be  taken 
to  the  workhouse”. 

1891  “Supplied  10  lbs.  of  carbolic  powder  with  printed  instructions 

to  disinfect  the  corpse  of  the  late  -  of  Horton,  who  died 

from  typhoid  fever,  which  is  to  be  brought  into  this  district  for 
burial  at  the  .Mount  Pleasant  Grave  Yard”. 
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The  work  of  all  public  health  departments  of  those  days  is  largely 
forgotten,  all  that  remains  are  old  records,  but  tribute  must  be  paid  to 
the  courageous  if  depressing  fight  against  poverty,  ignorance  and  disease. 
Much  has  been  achieved  over  the  years  by  better  housing,  nutrition, 
immunisation  and  vaccination  but  we  are  now  in  danger  from  diseases 
of  affluence  due  to  over-eating,  insufficient  exercise  and  smoking. 

Reverting  to  1969,  the  total  number  of  confirmed  notifiable  diseases 
during  the  year  amounted  to  43,  the  lowest  on  record.  It  is  pleasing 
to  report  yet  again  that  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis 
and  soon  measles  may  become  a  rare  disease  if  parents  have  their 
children  vaccinated  against  this.  It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly 
that  parents  should  take  advantage  of  immunisation  and  vaccination, 
including  boosters,  available  free  of  charge  from  the  family  doctor,  baby 
clinics,  or  through  the  School  Health  Service.  Protection  is  now  available 
for  smallpox,  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  tetanus,  tuberculosis  and  measles. 
Heart  transplant  surgery  has  dramatic  appeal,  arousing  admiration  for 
the  surgeon’s  technical  skill  but  this  contribution  to  the  total  health 
of  mankind  is  small  indeed  compared  with  the  benefits  provided  by 
vaccination  and  immunisation. 

There  were  two  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning,  one  a  male  aged 
2  years  suffering  from  Salmonella  Virchow  and  a  male  aged  9  months 
infected  with  Salmonella  typhimurium.  Both  were  isolated  cases  and 
each  was  admitted  to  hospital  at  Bucknall. 

One  case  of  dysentery  was  notified  in  respect  of  a  female  aged  11 
years.  The  infection  was  almost  certainly  contracted  outside  the  district. 

Only  one  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified,  a  male  aged  59  years. 
During  the  year  under  review  the  tuberculosis  register  was  carefully 
checked  by  visits  to  all  individuals  concerned  and  brought  up  to  date. 
Details  will  be  found  on  page  12. 

The  remaining  diseases  notified  were  —  Measles  10;  Scarlet  Fever 
18:  and  Whooping  Cough  11. 

BRUCELLOSIS:  This  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  but  it  can  produce 
a  serious  and  protracted  illness  in  human  beings  for  which  treatment  is 
uncertain.  The  illness  is  usually  contracted  by  drinking  milk  from  infected 
cows,  which  has  not  been  heat  treated  to  destroy  the  germs.  The  taste 
of  the  milk  is  not  affected  by  the  presence  of  these  organisms  and  the 
only  certain  way  of  avoiding  this  and  other  infections  from  milk  is  by 
drinking  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  ultra  heat  treated  milk.  The  County 
Council’s  milk  sampling  officer  takes  milk  from  herds  in  the  district 
which  is  then  tested  for  the  presence  of  brucellosis  and  tuberculosis  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Two  samples  of  milk  relating  to  the 
same  herd  were  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  abortus  and  a  notice 
was  served  on  the  farmer  on  January  22nd  1969  restricting  the 
sale  of  his  milk  for  human  consumption  unless  first  heat  treated.  None 
of  the  milk  sampled  was  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli. 

Of  the  133  milk  samples  taken  by  the  County  Council,  11  submitted 
to  culture  test  for  brucellosis  were  negative.  Of  the  twenty  milk 
samples  submitted  to  a  biological  test  for  brucellosis  only  2  previously 
mentioned  were  positive.  No  milk  samples  in  connection  with  brucellosis 
were  taken  by  this  authority 

WATER  SUPPLY:  During  1969  the  Council  have  held  exploratoiw 
discussions  with  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  views  of  the  Board  on  the  Minister’s  letter 
on  27th  November  1968  (which  suggested  that  the  Council  should 
consider  obtaining  a  bulk  supply  of  up  to  2  m.g.d.  from  the  Board). 

Technical  proposals  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board’s  Policy 
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Committee  and  the  Council's  Water  Committee,  which  were  acceptable 
to  both  sides  and  ftirther  discussions  are  proceedins’,  incliRling 
discussions  on  the  terms  of  amalgamation  with  the  Board. 

Throughout  the  year  difficulties  continued  to  be  experienced  with 
pump  breakdowns  at  the  Pool  End  Pumping  Station  and  tenders  were 
accepted  for  the  installation  of  two  new  submersible  pumps  by  Messrs. 
British  Pleuger  Submersible  Pumps  Ltd.,  together  with  Patterson  Candy 
Chlorinating  Equipment.  Owing  to  delays  on  the  part  of  the  pump 
manufacturers,  the  work,  which  should  have  been  completed  by  mid- 
November,  did  not.  in  fact,  start  until  the  beginning  of  March  1970. 

In  March  1969  a  submersible  pump  was  obtained  on  loan  from 
the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  to  replace  the  No.  2  pump 
which  had  developed  a  fault. 

An  application  has  been  submitted  to  the  Trent  River  Authority 
to  vary  the  terms  of  licence  to  abstract  from  the  Pool  End  and  Upper- 
hulme  sources,  and  their  decision  is  awaited. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  (including  bulk  supplies)  increased 
from  1.35  m.g.d.  in  1968  to  1.51  m.g.d.  in  1969. 

Further  details  concerning  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological 
tests  of  the  water  supply  will  be  found  on  page  10. 

SEWERAGE:  The  sewage  works  had  to  deal  w’ith  an  average  of 
nearly  2,600.000  gallons  a  day  in  1969  compared  with  2,500,000  gallons 
in  1968.  The  sewage  works  at  Leekbrook  was  designed  to  treat  a  daily 
average  dry  weather  flow  of  1,025,000  gallons  yet  in  spite  of  having 
to  treat  more  than  twice  this  amount  no  unsatisfactory  report  has 
been  received  on  the  effluent.  The  building  of  the  approved  extension 
to  the  sewage  works  is  expected  to  commence  in  1970. 

A  relatively  small  proportion  of  the  district  contains  approximately 
112  houses  erected  on  scattered  sites  and  this  area  is  to  be  sewered 
in  the  near  future.  The  existing  drainage  installations  consist  of  individual 
septic  tanks  with  or  without  filter  beds  and  a  small  installation  serving 
some  twenty  houses.  In  addition  there  is  a  cesspool  which  receives  the 
effluent  from  a  further  twenty  houses  and  requires  emptying  periodically. 
All  the  properties  will,  in  the  near  future,  be  connected  by  main  sewers 
to  the  Leekbrook  disposal  plant. 

Mr.  J.  Rowbotham,  the  Council’s  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
retired  at  the  end  of  the  year  after  36  years  of  service  to  this  Council. 
Tributes  and  presentations  came  from  both  colleagues  and  councillors, 
on  the  occasion  of  his  retirement.  He  possessed  a  detailed  knowledge 
of  Leek’s  environmental  health  problems,  and  his  leaving  probably 
marks  the  end  of  a  period  when  it  was  considered  possible  for  one  man 
to  cover  all  aspects  of  environmental  health.  Major  changes  can  be 
expected  in  the  future  and  we  may  well  see  larger  units  of  local 
government  with  division  of  responsibility  and  increased  specialisation. 
Whatever  the  position  of  Leek  under  a  reorganisation  Mr.  Rowbotham, 's 
contribution  to  the  environmental  improvements  of  our  town  will  not 
be  forgotten. 

Although  the  amount  of  work  required  of  the  Health  Department 
staff  increases  annually  with  the  introduction  of  new  legislation,  the 
staff  have  made  t.n  effort  to  maintain  a  very  high  standard  of  sor\ice 
to  the  public,  for  which  I  record  my  thanks. 

.Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  may  1 
express  to  you  my  appreciation  for  your  interest  and  support  through 
the  year.

NOTE  ON  ADJUSTED  BIRTHRATE 

Local  birthrates  are  usually  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These 
populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons 
of  all  ages,  including  many  who  quite  obviously  have  no  influence  on 
the  reproductive  process.  These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birthrate 
in  that  a  preponderance  of  them  in  the  population  of  an  area  tends  to 
lower  and  a  small  proportion  of  them  to  raise,  the  true  rate.  Consider¬ 
able  variation  in  the  size  of  this  proportion  exists  in  different  areas,  and 
it  is  therefore  apparent  that  the  elimination  or  standardisation  of  such 
a  factor  enables  a  truer  comparison  between  areas. 


A  result  of  these  lines  is  obtained  through  the  issue  by  the  Registrar 
General  of  a  comparability  factor  for  each  area  for  use  with  birthrates. 
The  adjusted  birthrate  resulting  from  the  multiplication  of  the  crude 
birth  rate  of  an  area  by  its  comparability  factor  may  be  regarded  as 
being  comparable  with  the  adjusted  rate  of  any  other  area  or  with 
the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

NOTE  ON  CAUSES  OF  DEATH: 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE  (Cancer):  This  caused  50  deaths  i.e.  17.1% 
of  all  deaths,  (in  1968  it  was  18.6%). 

Cancer  of  the  lung  killed  10  men  and  one  woman  in  1969  i.e. 
of  all  cancer  deaths  (in  1968  it  was  27%  of  all  cancer  deaths). 

Those  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  were  in  males  between 
55  and  64  years  (3)  and  above  64  years  (7).  There  was  one  female  death 
over  74  years. 

HEART  DISEASE:  100  deaths  were  due  to  this  i.e.  34.1%  of  all 
deaths  (in  1968  it  was  28.8%). 

BRONCHITIS:  This  common  complaint  had  13  deaths  as  a  result 
in  1969,  4.4%  of  all  deaths,  the  same  as  in  1968. 

ACCIDENTS:  This  accounted  for  7  deaths,  all  over  44  years  of  age.

The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  sanitary  authority  responsible  for 
the  environmental  services. 

The  local  authority  has  no  major  responsibilities  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act.  1946.  The  sanitary  administration  of  the  district 
has  not  been  altered  by  it.  The  County  Council  is  Local  Health  and 
Local  Education  Authority.  It  is  responsible  for  the  following  services; 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Domiciliary  Midwifery,  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation,  an  Ambulance  Service,  a  Health  Visiting  Service,  the 
administration  of  the  Mental  Health  S'ervices,  “care  and  after  care”  and 
the  provision  of  Home  Nursing  and  “home  helps”.  Section  21  of  the 
Act  imposes  on  the  County  Council  the  duty  of  providing  Health  Centres. 


The  following  are  the  principal  services  provided  by  the  County 
Council  and  utilised  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Urban  District. 

I  AMBULANCE  SERVICES  (Section  27) 

There  are  4  ambulances  and  4  sitting  cars  and  a  staff  of  25  consist¬ 
ing  of  1  officer  in  charge  and  24  drivers. 

Radio  reception  is  fitted  to  sitting  cars  and  the  ambulances. 

2.  MATERNITY,  HOME  NURSING  AND  DOMESTIC  HELP 
SERVICES  (Section  23,  25  and  29) 

There  are  two  County  Council  midwives  —  full  time.  Leek  also 
has  four  district  nurses  and  one  male  who  divides  his  time  between 
Biddulph  and  Leek.  The  Leek  Area  Health  Committee,  under  Section 
29,  is  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  domestic  helps.  Their  function 
is  to  give  assistance  in  the  house  during  the  incapacity  of  a  wife 
or  mother,  and  they  do  not  undertake  any  duties  of  a  nursing  character. 

Working  in  the  Leek  Urban  District  are  approximately  40  domestic 
helps  and  the  number  of  hours  worked  each  week  is  approximately  800. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  other  special  health  services 
—  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  School  Health  Service.  There 
are  four  Health  Visitors  available  for  Ante-Natal  work  and  for  the 
supervision  of  nursing  mothers  and  children.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
Chest  Physician  all  have  duties  of  visiting  the  tuberculosis. 


There  are  two  County  Clinics  and  facilities  provided  include  Infant 
Welfare,  Speech  Therapy,  Chiropody,  Cervical  Cytology  and  Ante-Natal 
Clinics.  Visits  are  also  made  by  an  Aural  Surgeon  and  an  Ophthalmologist 
to  one  ot  tnese  Ciinics. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES  (Section  26) 

Leek  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Stafford. 
This  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  It  is  a  component  of  a  free  national  laboratory  service  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  w'ork  of  the  Laboratory  is  designed  to  assist 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  general  practitioners,  in  the 
diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  communicable  diseases.  Its  activities 
include  the  examination  of  throat  and  nose  swabs,  sputum,  blood  and 
excreta  of  human  origin  as  aids  to  diagnosis  of  suspected  or  actual 
infectious  diseases.  Its  sanitary  work  includes  mainly  the  bacteriological 
examinations  of  drinking  water,  the  testing  of  sampled  milk  for  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  for  the  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  and  other  pathogenic 
organisms,  and  the  bacteriological  testing  of  food  samples,  ice  cream, 
synthethic  cream,  and  shellfish  as  distributed  to  the  user  or  consumer. 
Its  staff  is  available  to  participate  in  the  investigation  of  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  in  the  area  which  it  serves,  with  the  general  aim  of 
preventing  or  controlling  disease. 

MILK:  The  laboratory  continues  to  report  on  the  results  of  general 
bacteriological  tests  and  biological  tests  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  Brucel¬ 
losis  in  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  it  by  the  County  Council  Milk 
Sampling  Officer  of  milk  sold  in  the  Leek  Urban  District. 

141  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  METHY¬ 
LENE  BLUE  test,  a  test  for  ordinary  bacteriological  cleanliness,  6 
samples  failed  to  pass  the  test. 

Of  the  146  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  examined  by  the  PHOS- 
PHATAS'E  TEST  —  to  ascertain  the  effectiveness  of  the  process  —  2 
failed  the  test. 

1  sample  of  sterilised  milk  was  submitted  to  the  TURBIDITY  TEST 
and  one  sample  of  Ultra  Heat  Treated  Milk,  both  were  found 
satisfactory. 

BIOLOGICAL  TESTS:  Tests  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and 
Brucellosis  are  carried  out  on  samples  submitted.  All  tests  for  tubercule 
bacilli  were  negative. 

Farmers  in  the  Leek  Urban  District  retail  varying  amounts  of  their 
total  milk  production,  sending  the  remainder  for  heat  treatment.  145 
routine  bulk  milk  samples  by  the  County  Council  showed  all  cultures 
negati\e,  but  2  were  for  brucellosis. 

MORTUARY:  The  Council’s  mortuary  is  situated  in  CondMfe 
Road.  Essential  equipment  is  provided  by  the  local  authority  and  a 
mortuary  attendant  is  available  when  required. 

The  mortuary  was  used  for  20  persons  during  1969.  No  post 
mortems  were  performed. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Town’s  Water  Supply  is  obtained  from  two  sources;  a  series 
of  springs  at  Upperhulme,  and  a  borehole  at  Pool  End. 

The  supply  from  Upperhulme  flows  by  gravity  to  the  point  at  which 
it  joins  the  distribution  system;  part  is  fed  directly  into  the  mains  and 
the  remainder  passing  direct  to  the  Mount  Reservoir. 
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The  supply  from  Pool  End  is  derived  from  a  borehole,  ami  is 

pumped  directly  to  the  Mount  Reservoir.  F\irt  is  then  pumped  to  the 
Kniveden  Reser\oir  to  supply  those  parts  of  the  town  which  are  too  high 
to  be  supplied  from  the  Mount  Reservoir. 

From  Upperhulme  a  supply  is  afforded  to  the  Blackshaw  Moor 

Camp  and  to  other  properties  in  the  vicinity  of  Blackshaw  Moor  and 

Upperhulme. 

Water  is  supplied  from  Pool  End  to  a  number  of  properties  m 
the  Leek  Rural  District  Council  area.  Water  from  Pool  End  also  passes 
via  a  water  tower  in  the  Rural  District  to  properties  at  the  top  of 

Ladderedge  in  the  Leek  Urban  District. 

Four  dwellings  in  the  district  have  independent  water  supplies.  Two 
dwellings  are  without  piped  supplies  of  water,  both  in  isolated  situations. 

There  are  no  common  stand-pipes  for  domestic  supplies. 

RESERVOIRS:  There  are  now  no  open  reservoirs  in  the  district. 
This  has  eliminated  the  problem  of  contamination  of  the  water  by  insect 
larvae  and  by  algae,  both  sources  of  considerable  trouble  to  the  water 
department  in  times  past. 

The  covering  has  also  very  much  reduced  the  likelihood  of  casual 
contamination  by  birds  or  animals. 


WATER  TREATMENT 

FILTRATION:  The  water  from  neither  Pool  End  nor  Upperhulme 
is  subjected  to  filtration.  The  water  is  clear  and  free  from  sediment. 

CHLORINATION:  Chlorination  is  necessary  for  the  water  from 
both  sources  of  supply.  Untreated  water  from  either  source  displays 
bacterial  contamination. 

Chlorine  is  introduced  into  the  system  in  the  form  of  hypochlorite 
solution.  It  is  administered  by  dr’p  feed  at  the  Upperhulme  dosing 
chamber,  and  by  injection  under  pressure  at  the  Pool  End  Pumping 
Station. 

Commencement  of  installing  modern  chlorinating  equipment  was 
begun  during  the  year  at  Pool  End. 

FLUORIDATION:  The  advisability  of  adding  a  controlled  dose  of 
fluoride  to  drinking  water  has  been  proved  beneficial  in  reducing  the 
incidence  of  dental  caries  in  children.  The  practice  involves  a  dosage  of 
1  part  of  fluoride  per  million  parts  of  water. 

The  fluori'^ation  of  domestic  water  supplies  has  been  recommended 
by  the  Central  Government  and  to  this  the  Urban  District  Council  has 
agreed.  The  County  Council  have  signified  their  willingness  to  meet 
the  cost. 


SAMPLING:  Samples  of  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
weekly.  The  samples  go  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford 
for  examination. 

TTie  samples  are  taken  from  points  which  are  representative  of  the 
sources  of  supply  and  also  from  a  point  after  the  supplies  have  been 
mixed. 

During  the  year  124  samples  of  treated  water  were  taken,  of  which 
one  was  returned  as  unsatisfactory.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  during  the  year 
showed  a  decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  total  number 
of  confirmed  notifications  was  43  compared  with  177  in  1968. 

A  table  showing  the  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  from  I960 
to  1969  appears  in  the  report  on  page  17. 

Leek  is  fortunate  in  that  the  Infectious  Disease  Isolation  Hospital 
for  the  area  is  at  Bucknall  —  a  comparatively  short  distance  away.  This 
receives  all  types  of  infectious  disease  apart  from  smallpox,  which  is 
treated  at  the  Catherine  de  Barnes  Hospital,  Solihull.  Bucknall  Hospital 
is  administered  by  the  Stoke-on-Trent  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
Admission  is  arranged  directly  by  the  local  general  practitioners  and 
transport  is  provided  by  the  local  ambulance  service. 

FOOD  POISONING:  5  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  2  only 
were  confirmed.  One  was  a  case  of  Salmonella  typhimurium.  The  other 
case  was  Salmonella  \irchow. 

SCARLET  FEVER:  18  cases  were  notified  in  1969  compared  with 
24  in  1968. 

WHOOPING  COUGH:  11  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified 
during  the  year,  the  same  number  as  in  1968. 

MEASLES:  In  1969  there  were  10  cases  compared  with  133  in  1968. 

DYSENTERY:  5  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  were  notified  but  one 
only  was  confirmed  by  laboratory  tests.

Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leek  Urban  District  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1969.  The  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Circular  1/70. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  which  follows,  details  will  be  found  of  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered,  condemnations  etc.,  together  with  com¬ 
plaints  received  by  this  department  of  foreign  bodies  in  food. 

The  routine  inspection  and  marking  of  meat  carcases  continued 
through  the  year  and  as  previously  100%  meat  inspection  has  been 
maintained.  As  1  stated  in  a  previous  report,  the  inspection  and  marking 
of  carcases  takes  a  fair  proportion  of  a  qualified  inspectors  time,  but  we 
consider  this  service  is  one  of  prime  importance  and  consequently  other 
duties  must,  of  necessity,  take  second  place. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

1  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants.  Applications  for 
Standard  Grants  totalled  34  (27  in  1968)  and  for  Discretionary  Grants 
20  (11  in  1968). 

In  August,  the  Housing  Act  1969  became  operative.  The  effect 
of  this  Act  could  be  considerable,  providing  as  it  does  for  a  consider¬ 
ably  increased  level  of  financial  aid  by  way  of  grants  towards  the 
improvement  of  older  houses.  Local  Authorities  are  also  afforded  the 
powers  of  not  only  pursuing  the  improvement  of  areas  of  houses  but 
also  the  associated  environment.  Provision  is  made  for  owners  of  rent 
controlled  properties  which  are,  or  which  will  be,  fully  equipped'  with 
standard  facilities  (bath,  sink,  wash  hand  basin,  hot  and  cold  water, 
internal  W.C.)  and  are  in  a  good  state  of  repair  to  have  the  rent  of  the 
property  regulated  under  the  Rent  Act  1968.  Changes  are  also  made 
affecting  the  levels  of  compensation  to  owner  occupiers  and  in  good 
maintenance  payments  in  respect  of  properties  affected  by  Slum 
Clearance. 

The  Act  is  intended  to  stimulate  local  authorities  into  getting  rid 
of  the  unfit  and  substandard  houses  as  quickly  as  possible,  at  the  same 
time  pursuing  an  active  policy  of  the  improvement  of  basically  sound 
and  fit  houses  deficient  of  amenities. 
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PETROLEUM  ACTS 


On  the  18th  August,  1969,  a  serious  fire  occurred  at  a  shop 
premises  which  was  also  a  petrol  filling  station.  The  owner  was  se\erely 
burned  and  his  wife  and  son  also  recci\ed  burns,  but  to  a  lesser  extent. 
A  week  later,  on  the  24th  August  tlic  owner  died.  Following  upon  tliis 
fatality,  a  full  and  detailed  investigation  was  carried  out  by  an  official 
of  the  Home  Office,  H.M.  Coroner,  the  Police  and  the  Fire  Authority. 
The  resumed  inquest  was  held  by  H.M.  Coroner  Mr.  fh  Hails  at  the 
Stoke  Town  Hall  on  30th  September,  1969.  In  all,  23  witnesses  were 
called,  including  the  Police,  witnesses  of  the  accident,  the  Fire  Service, 
the  tanker  driver,  the  petrol  pump  attendant  and  local  authority  officers. 
After  a  full  inquiry  into  the  cause  of  death,  the  verdict  of  the  jury  was 
accidental  death  and  they  added  a  recommendation  that  in  future,  and 
before  the  re-issue  of  any  petroleum  licence,  the  premises  should  be 
inspected  by  an  officer  of  the  local  authority. 

Prior  to  this  unfortunate  accident,  I  had  made  arrangements  with 
the  Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Fire  Brigade  for  all 
installations  in  the  Urban  District  to  be  inspected  by  a  Fire  Prevention 
Officer,  particularly  from  the  the  fire  hazard  point  of  view.  The  first  of 
these  reports  came  to  hand  on  the  21st  November  and  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Health  Committee  was  convened  to  consider  the  reports  of  the 
Fire  Officer.  In  8  cases  the  report  of  the  Fire  Officer  was  such  that 
under  existing  conditions  I  could  not  recommend  that  a  licence  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit  be  issued  as  and  from  the  1st  January  1970. 
These  applicants  were  interviewed,  along  with  legal  representatives,  by 
the  Committee.  In  two  cases  the  applicants  undertook  to  carry  out  work 
to  render  the  premises  and  installation  safe  and  on  receiving  an  under¬ 
taking  from  them,  the  Committee  made  a  recommendation  to  Council 
that  licences  in  these  cases  should  be  granted  as  from  January  1st,  1970. 
In  the  other  six  cases  the  Committee  recommended  that  the  licences 
be  not  granted  and  this  recommendation  was  confirmed  by  a  meeting 
of  the  Council  on  the  16th  December,  1969. 

After  giving  careful  consideration  to  the  Fire  Officer’s  reports  on 
the  remainder  of  the  premises  in  the  Council’s  area,  the  Committee 
recommended  that  they  be  licensed  as  from  the  1st  January,  1970  with 
attached  additional  conditions  to  be  complied  with  within  a  period  of 
six  months.  In  cases  where  the  recommendation  was  for  the  provision 
of  one  or  more  intercepting  chambers,  each  applicant  was  informed 
that  unless  this  w'ork  was  carried  out  during  the  term  of  the  licence 
i.e.  during  1970  the  Committee  would  carefully  consider  whether  or 
not  to  issue  a  licence  for  the  installation  as  and  from  the  1st  January. 
1971. 

The  Health  Committee,  which  is  the  licensing  Committee,  and  the 
Urban  District  Council,  had  already  placed  on  record  their  appreciation 
of  the  work  and  friendly  co-operation  which  the  Fire  Service  have 
shown.  As  your  Petroleum  Officer,  1  should  like  to  endorse  what  has 
been  expressed  by  the  Council  and  also  to  add  my  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  friendly  co-operation  and  assistance  we  have  received  from  the 
personnel  of  the  County  Fire  Brigade  who  have  in  any  way  been 
concerned  in  inspection,  investigations  and  reports. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  there  have  been  four  inquiries 
held  by  the  Secretary  of  State  as  a  result  of  appeals  following  on  the 
refusal  to  issue  licences  of  the  six  applicants. 
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In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  Council  decided  to  retain  my  services 
until  the  end  of  February  1970  so  that  the  transition  period  between 
my  retirement  and  the  take-over  of  responsibility  by  my  successor 
could  proceed  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

After  advertisement  and  the  interviewing  of  a  short  list  of 
applicants,  the  Committee  appointed  Mr.  R.  Goucher  to  be  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  a  decision  with  which  I  was  in  full  agreement 
for  I  am  sure  he  will  give  the  Council  good  and  faithful  service. 

Mr.  Goucher  took  up  his  appointment  on  the  2nd  February,  1970. 

As  this  is  the  last  report  I  shall  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to 
you,  perhaps  you  will  forgive  a  brief  digression. 

My  predecessor  Mr.  F.  Green  served  this  Council  from  January 
1905,  to  the  end  of  1933,  dying  whilst  still  in  office.  I  took  over  the 
position  in  1934  so  three  officers,  Mr.  R.  Farrow  (1867  to  1904),  Mr.  F. 
Green  (1905  to  1933)  and  myself  (1934  to  1969)  covered  a  period  of  103 
years.  Whilst  not  claiming  this  as  anything  constituting  a  record  it  does 
go  some  way  to  illustrate  the  friendly  relationship  that  must  have 
existed  between  the  Council  and  the  officers  and  further,  the  latter 
must  have  been  happy  and  content  with  their  environment  or  they 
would  not  have  stayed  so  long  with  one  authority. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  during  my  sojourn  in  Leek  and  one 
could  write  at  length  on  the  subject  but  I  must  content  myself  by 
placing  on  record  the  foresight,  initiative  and  drive  which  the  Council 
have  shown  in  their  house  building  programme.  No  fewer  than  1,344 
houses,  flats  and  maisonettes  have  been  built  during  this  period  thus 
giving  their  occupants  a  decent  standard  of  living  and  ridding  the  town 
of  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions. 

Changes  for  the  better  have  also  taken  place  in  the  field  of  food 
manufacture,  storage  and  sale  and  in  the  improvement  of  the  air  we 
breathe  made  possible  by  the  Clean  Air  Act.  Conditions  in  offices  have 
been  materially  improved  by  our  enforcement  of  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act.  In  these  spheres  of  activity  and  many  others 
the  Council  and  their  officers  have  steadfastly  progressed.  Much  still 
remains  to  be  done  but  I  am  confident  that  great  strides  will  be  made 
if  there  is  mutual  trust  and  respect  between  the  Council  and  their 
officers.  I  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  experienced  such 
friendliness  which  is  one  reason  why  I  have  been  so  happy  in  serving 
you. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  I  would  like  to  place 
on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  I  have  always  received 
from  my  fellow  officers.  We  have  had  our  differences  (who  hasn’t  ?) 
but  they  have  not  been  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  discharge  or  our 
duties  and  our  service  to  the  public. 

My  indebtedness  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  cannot  be 
adequately  expresed  in  words.  The  loyalty,  assistance  and  friendly 
co-operation  of  all  has  been,  for  me,  an  experience  I  shall  always  look 
back  upon  with  the  greatest  possible  pleasure. 

I  look  back  with  happy  memories  on  the  36  years  I  have  spent  in 
Leek  and  look  forward  with  anticipation  to  my  retirement.
